Father Marquette 

Two hundred and fifty years ago, 
Father Marquette, a Jesuit priest, 
explored the Mississippi River and 
the Great Lakes territory for France. 
He did work that was invaluable to 
the Church. He labored among the 
Calumet Indians in the region where 
Bishop Noll High School now stands. 
From Fr. Marquette they learned the 
principles of Catholicity. Today, 
these same principles are instilled in 
the students at Bishop Noll High by 
men and women who are the spir¬ 
itual descendants of Fr. Marquette. 
Our principal, Father Junk, leads 
them as Fr. Marquette led the mis¬ 
sionaries in his day. The curriculum 
of Bishop Noll High exemplifies the 
fact that the Church is still a leader 
in secular as well as religious mat¬ 
ters. Thus the ideals of our patron, 
Fr. Marquette, live on almost three 
centuries after his death.
